Crop Insurance 
‘Due In County 


Series Of Meetings In June 
Will Acquaint Interested 
Farmers With Program 


Recent announcements regarding 
crop insurance have interested many 
farmers as to the probable «°ffects it 
may have on other crops, reports B. E. 
Haslam, secretary of the County Ag- 
ficultural Conservation Association. 

Wheat, being a major crop of the 
country, lends tself particularly well to 
this type of legislation. If crop insur- 
ance for wheat prcves successful it may 
corn, 
etc. 

The policy of the Federal Crop In- 
surance Corporation iw the insured 
wheat grower, 75 per cent of his nor- 
mal yield on his wheat acreage. Fluc- 
tuations in price are outsice of the pro- 


‘visions cf the policy, yields being the 


only item considered. 

A farmer growing wheat in 1939 may 
insure for 75 per cent of his normal 
yield and if he sustains a loss from 
hail, flood, drought, insects, fire, etc., 
he will be paid an indemnity up to 75 
per cent of his normal yield. A farmer 
with a good crop would receive no loss 
Payment, but could pay his premiums 
in wheat, or the cash equivalent, for- 
his policy covering the following crop 
year. 

The crop insurance program will be 
handled along with the Agricultural 
Conservation program, by the County 
Agricultural Conservation Association.. 
Instructions in detail for handling this: 
work will be given at regionai meet- 
ings in June, after which time a coun- 
ty meeting will probablv be held to ac- 
quaint interested farmers with the fur- 
ther details of the program, Mr. Has- 
lam states.
